Plane Pilot 
Relates 
Difficulty 


By RALEIGH ALLSBROOK 


NEW YORK (AP)—An Ameri 


can Airlines pilot testified today 
that on the day of the Dec. li 
collision of two airliners here he 
had difficulty receiving one of the 
radio directional signals used by 
planes approaching New York. 


Capt. Walter P. Moran, a pilot 


since 1935, appeared before a Civ- 
il Aeronautics Board inquiry into 
the collision of a United Air Lines 
DCS jet and a Trans World Air- 
lines Constellation that took the 
lives of 134 persons. 


Moran said he encountered the 


trouble on the afternoon of Dec. 
16, some five hours after the col- 
lision over Staten Island. 


He was on a training flight 


from Detroit to Idlewild Airport 
at the time he said. He said the 
Colt's Neck signal over New Jer- 
sey first came in strong but then 
failed and he had to use other 
radio directional signals. 


The pilot said his analysis in- 


dicated there was an area of "nil 
radio reception from 
the Colt's 


Neck facility." 


Moran, who was flying a Boeing 


707 jet, said he also encountered 
similar trouble from the Colt's 
Neck station on Dec. 20 when he 
was on a training flight from New 
York to Atlantic City. 


The Colt's Neck directional sig- 


nal is one of several available to 
pilots approaching Laguardia and 
Idlewild aiports. 


The airline captain said that he 


notified 
the 
Federal 
Aviation 


Agency ground controller immedi- 
ately after noticing the'difficulty. 


Under questioning he admitted, 


however, that he had not had any 
previous trouble with any of the 
radio signals in the New York 
area. He said, however, that most 
of his work had dealt with train- 
ing pilots and that he was not in 
the area a great deal.

rector of the FAA's Bureau of 
Air Traffic Management, testified 
that a better system of radar 
plane control is desirable,
